Washington, March 
6 .—The influ ­ 
ence of William Jennings Bry an will 
be felt in the fight ov er the armed 
ship issu e, which ad ministration lead ­ 
ers plan to bring to a v ote in the 
hou se Tu esd ay . 
Mr. Bry an, who ou tlined his v iews 
In fav or of warning Americans off 
armed merchantmen to R epresenta­ 
tiv e Stephens of Nebraska, came back 
from New York to spend the d ay here 
where he met and lu nched with Rep­ 
resentativ e Bailey of Pennsy lv ania at 
a hotel within a stoWTs throw of the 
capitol. and in which eight congress­ 
men m ake their homes. 
Fear is ex pressed that the d esertion 
of two Democratic members of the 
ru les committee may d efeat their pu r­ 
pose to shu t off d ebate in the hou se 
on the McLemore resolu tion, which 
comes u p Tu esd ay . 
This measu re which requ ests the 
presid ent to issu e a 
proclamation, 
warning Americans to refrain from 
trav el on armed ships will be tabled , 
if the presid ent’s wishes are observ ed . 
Ad ministration spokesmen were hope­ 
fu l of cu rtailing d iscu ssion, fearing 
that 
su ch action wou ld 
strengthen 
those who fav or stand ing by the presi­ 
d ent in this emergency . 
The senate will resu me d ebate on 
the armed merchantmen issu e. 
Sena­ 
tors Gore, McCu mber and Jones hav e 
signified a pu rpose to force another 
v ote, if possible, on the m erits of the 
issu e. 
The ad ministration d oes not 
fear the ou tcome of su ch a test, bu t 
d epreciates the prospect of continu ed 
d iscu ssion of the qu estion in the sen­ 
ate. 
The presid ent and state d epartm ent 
officials await with 
impatience the 
receipt here of the append ices to the 
German 
su bmarine 
d eclaration 
em ­ 
bod y ing 
the 
British 
secret 
ord ers 
which 
d irect 
British 
merchantmen, 
accord ing to su bmarines. 
This d ata, 
forward ed to the United States by Am­ 
bassad or Gerard , is su pposed to hav e 
reached New York on the Rotterd am. 
On consid eration of the so-called 
“secret ord ers." and a term ination of 
the trou ble in congress, the presid ent 
will be read y to make response to the 
German d eclaration that its su bmarine 
command ers will fire withou t warning 
on m erchantm en armed for offensiv e 
operations. 
Despite the flareu p in the hou se 
ad ministration officials are confid ent 
that that bod y will follow the lead of 
the senate by v oting d isapprov al of 
any effort in congress to interfere with 
the presid ent in the cond u ct of for­ 
eign affairs. 
The basis of this confi­ 
d ence, it was said , Is the presid ent's 
conv iction that he has the cou ntry 
with him in the issu e that he has 
raised . 
The pred iction was mad e that if 
the situ ation in congress shou ld tu rn 
against the presid ent this week, Mr. 
Wilson will make a d irect appeal to 
the cou ntry for su pport. It was point­ 
ed ou t that this cou ld be d one by the 
issu ance of a statem ent setting forth 
all facts and the principle at stalfe as 
the presid ent v iews it. 


ADVOCATE

Fe de ra l Offic ia ls De plore Ca ll For Ma s s 
Me e ting In Ne w York .

C.—Annou nce­ 
ment of the American rights commit­ 
tee to call a mass m eeting in New 
York city in ad v ocacy of American 
participation in the war on the sid e 
of the e ntente allies, created a stir 
In official circles. 
A hu rried inqu iry 
was m ad e as to the practicability of 
taking steps to prev ent the meeting, 
bu t the opinion prev ails among gov ­ 
ernm ent officials that no legal m eans 
is open for accomplishing this. 
Officials said freely that the com­ 
m ittee’s proposal is in d irect v iolation 
of the presid ent's appeal to the cou n­ 
try for “moral neu trality ,” between 
the belligerents of Eu rope, bu t it was 
pointed ou t that the presid ent’s u t­ 
terance was an appeal to the cou ntry 
and nothing more, and that he has no 
legal power to enforce it.

ARRIVES IN PORT SAFE 


Fifte e n 
Vessels Capture d In 


Bold Cruis e . 


Berlin (v ia Am sterd am), March 6 .— 
A storm of enthu siasm, su ch as has 
been equ alled only in the case of the 
famou s Emd en, greeted an annou nce­ 
ment of the ad miralty that the Moewe, 
German raid er, which, since the be­ 
ginning of the y ear, has held m y steri­ 
ou s sway on the high seas, notably in 
mid -Atlantic, arriv ed “in a German 
port.” 
She brou ght with her, accord ing to 
the annou ncem ent 1,000,000 m arks in 
gold bars ($250,000), and 402 prisoners 
taken from a total nu m ber of fifteen 
allied v essels, with the ex ception o! 
one French and one Belgian, all Brit­ 
ish, aggregating a tonnage of nearly 
6 0,000 tons. 
Of these fifteen v essels, the m ajor­ 
ity were su nk, the ad m iralty say s, 
while a small part were sent as prizes 
to neu tral ports. 
The Moewe, accord ing to the state­ 
ment. not only wrou ght hav oc on al­ 
lied maritime commerce by sinking 
or captu ring nearly ev ery thing that 
came into its path, bu t was also en­ 
gaged in sowing mines along what is 
d escribed as the enemy coast. 
It was 
one of the Moewe’s mines, the ad ­ 
miralty av ers, which cau sed the sink­ 
ing on Jan. 9 last of the British d read ­ 
nou ght Ed ward VII, from which ev ery ­ 
one of the 7 7 7 men aboard was sav ed 
by British rescu e v essels. 
The home port into which the Ger­ 
man raid er finally brou ght her pris­ 
oners and booty is not d esignated by 
the ad miralty , nor is it believ ed that 
it will be mad e known.

PROGRESS IN ARMY PROGRAM

Bill Are Continue d. 


W ashington, March 6 .— The first of 
the national d efense bills prov id ing 
for the increase of the regu lar army 
and the ex pansion of the militia sy s­ 
tem, was reported to the hou se by 
Representativ e Hay . 
Th$ Hay bill comes In the wake of 
the m easu re practically agreed u pon 
by the senate military affairs com m it­ 
tee, which was introd u ced by Senator 
Chamberlain. 
* 
The hou se bill prov id es fojr a regu ­ 
lar army with a peace strength of 
140.000 men, and a war strength of 
17 6 ,000, an increase of 40,000 men and 
7 ,439 officers. 
The bill d rafted by the 
senate committee prov id es for a reg 
u lar army with a peace strength of 
17 8 .000 men and a war footing of 250,- 
000 men. 
By prov id ing for the gathering lip 
of all men who hav e serv ed with the 
regu lar army or who hav e receiv ed 
m ilitary training in one form or an­ 
other and ad d ing them to the regu lar 
army and militia forces, Mr. Hay esti­ 
m ates that on the enactm ent of the 
hou se bill there will be at once av ail­ 
able for d efense 1,324,7 00 men. 
Like the same senate m easu re the 
hou se bill prov id es for the ex pansion 
and 
reorganization of the national 
gu ard as a d efense force. 
The cost of 
the 
hou se 
com m ittee’s 
plan 
when 
carried ou t, is estim ated at $141,7 04,- 
8 46 , an increase of approx imately $46 .- 
000,000 of the regu lar arm y estim ates 
for the fiscal y ear 19 17 . The estim ated 
cost of the plan for the first y ear is 
$116 ,000,000 and at the end of the 
fifth y ear $137 ,000,000. 
W ith the presentation of the army 
bill to the hou se the ad m inistration is 
able to report progress on its d efense 
program. 
The 
army 
m easu re 
will 
come u p for d ebate nex t week. 
As it 
Is backed by a u nanimou s report by 
the committee it probably will be 
passed su bstantially as su bmitted . 
In 
the meantim e hearings on the nav al 
bill continu e with prospects that the 
bu d get will be reported early in April. 
The lead ers ex pect that the entire 
d efense program which is being origi­ 
nated in the hou se, will be before the 
hou se on or abou t May 1. 
The hou se 
will then seriou sly giv e attention to 
a rev enu e bill to gain the need ed fu nd s 
to giv e force to the d efense program.

Following are extracts from an ad­ 
dress delivered by Col. A. D. W atis, 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Fifth District of North Carolina, at a 
smoker given by The Twin City Club, 
W inston-Salem, February 4th, 1916:

Attempt of Crown Prince's A rm y to. 


Break Through the 
French 
Lines 


Are 
Futile 
and 
Accompanied 
by 


Heavy Losses. 


Paris, March 6.—Another attem pt 
by the crown prince’s army to break 
through the French line Douaumont, 
north of Verdun, w as made, but the 
line held and the Germ ans fell back 
to their own trenches under the fire 
of the French artillery. 
A German force attacked In the 
woods just east of Vaceruville, a little 
to the west of the line against which 
the previous assault was directed, but 
with no more success. 
In the contest for the possession of 
Verdun the operations have narrowed 
for the time being to the short sec­ 
tor about the plateau of Douaumont. 
The Germans concentrated their artil­ 
lery fire on the restricted front be­ 
tween 
the 
Haudrom ont 
wood 
and 
Douaumont 
village. 
The 
bombard­ 
m ent was very violent. 
After great 
quantities of heavy shells had been 
throw n the German infantry made its 
charge at 6 o’clock. 
The attacking 
weaves at once were brought under the 
Barrage fire of the French guns, with 
which machine guns and rifle firing 
co-operated, and they were unable to 
reach the French trenches. 
At the village of Douaumont Itself, 
where the Germans hold the village 
proper and the French are entrenched 
in the southern outskirts, fighting of 
considerable liveliness lasted well into 
the night without changing the situa­ 
tion. 
The German artillery continued its 
firing with some intensity throughout 
the night on the whole front ( ast of 
the Meuse and w est of the river at 
Le Mort Homme and Cote De L’Oie. 
Tho bombardment has increased in 
violence along the whole of this front, 
especially on the sector which had 
been attacked. 
Put the attack was 
not repeated here. 
Instead the Ger­ 
m ans shifted their assaulting columns 
to the west and sought to make an 
opening through the woods east of 
Vacherauville. 
Here again they were 
completely repulsed. 
German troops being brought up to 
the fighting front were brought under 
the fire of the French artillery to the 
north 
of 
Vacherauville, 
and 
near 
Louvemont. northw est of Douaumont. 
No infantry action is report' d from 
the Woevre, but the artillery of both 
sides was very active about Fresnes 
and east of Haudemont. 
The French artillery conducted a 
heavy bom bardm ent of the German 
positions near the Binarville road, 
north of La Harazoe, and at the H aute 
Chavauehre. in the Argonne. 
The l ondon war office issued the 
following statem ent: 
“In a Zeppelin raid two hostile air­ 
ships crossed the northeast coast. At 
present the m ovem ents of the raiders 
are not c’e rlv defined. 
“Some b ^ b s dropped fell in'o the 
sea near th'* shore. 
Information is 
not yet a c c a b l e as to the d a m a g e 
done on land.”

Whitcomb was

the United States senate but owing 
to ill-health was never permitted to 
measure his talents with the great 
statesmen then in public life. Ile died 
in New York City in 1852. 
At the 
time of his death, Senator Whitcomb 
was vice-president of the American 
Bible 
Society. 
His 
only child 
a 
daughter, became the wife of Claude 
Matthew^, later governor of Indiana. 
She thus had the unique distinction 
of being a daughter of, and a wife 
of a governor.

Viewed in this light no law which 
would prevent a voter from support­ 
ing whom he pleases—unless it is 
clearly apparently that he is willfully 
violating the statute to prevert the 
very ends of the law’—is not con­ 
stitutional. 
A man’s political faith 
is to be decided by himself. 
No law 
can make a A’oter a Republican, Dem­ 
ocrat or Progressive. 
That is a m at­ 
te r to be decided by the voter him­ 
self. 
It is unnecessary to say, therefore, 
that a Progressive can vote in the 
Republican primaries without 
any 
liability attaching to such act.

“A story th at appeared in a Turkish 
com m un ique the other day relatin g 
how a Turkish aviator dropped bombs 
n ear on e of the allies’ cruisers an d 
caused her to chan ge her course, after 
which he attacked a destroy er with 
his machin e gun .” be w rites, “is prob­ 
ably som ethin g of an exaggeration , but 
it would be quite a m istake to put it 
down as an absolute fabrication be­ 
cause people who have return ed from 
the D ardan elles have quite a high opin ­ 
ion of the Turks as fightin g men an d 
even respect their aviators. The T urk­ 
ish commun ique refers to the aviator 
as a Turk, but the pilots of the T urk­ 
ish aeroplan es 
have 
been Germ an s 
chiefly . 
“There is on e in ciden t, however, re­ 
lated to me by an officer who has just 
return ed from Gallipoli of which the 
hero was more likely to have been a 
Turk than a Germ an , for the German , 
although he may on occasion fight 
quite well, does n ot apparen tly believe 
in takin g chan ces purely as a sp ort 
The Divin g Aeroplan e. 
“On e n ight when thin gs were fairly 
calm both in the air an d on the groun d 
the soun d of an aeroplan e en gin e was 
heard approachin g the B ritish lin es. It 
drew n earer an d n earer, an d it was 
eviden t from the soun d th a t the avia­ 
tor w as fly in g very low. 
Sudden ly he 
appeared over a certain p art of the 
B ritish cam p so low th a t he could have 
been hit w ith a revolver if an y body 
had seen him in time. 
As he w en t he 
dropped several bombs, which did n o 
particular harm. 
H alf a dozen officers 
rushed out of their ten ts an d began 
firin g a t him. The soun d of his en gin e 
stopped, an d his m achin e w as seen to 
throw' up its tail an d dive down over 
the cliff a t the edge of the plateau on 
which the cam p stood. 
“Every body thought he had been hit 
an d had fallen in to th e sea or on th e 
san d just over the cliff edge. 
Much to 
their surprise, a few secon ds a fte r­ 
w ard his en gin e w as heard run n in g 
again , an d a m in ute or so later there 
w as a burst of firin g a m ile or tw o out 
at sea. 
“N ext m orn in g a destroy er cam e in 
an d said that, hearin g the n oise of 
bombs in the camp, som e of the offi­ 
cers had come up on deck an d w ere 
lookin g up a t the shore w hen sudden ly 
an aeroplan e dived off the cliff, flew 
straight a t them alm ost level w ith the 
w ater an d as it passed them raked 
them from en d to en d w ith a m achin e 
gun . 
“The seaplan e pilots also have their 
hum orous in ciden ts. 
Some little tim e 
ago on e of the sm aller seaplan es w as 
gettin g off the w ater w hen a wave 
struck it, an d it turn ed, over on on e 
side an d dived head first. 
A Grim Joke. 
“As the m achin e struck the w ater 
the passen ger was throw n clear, but 
the pilot, who stuck to his lever, w en t 
un der w ith the m achin e an d was more 
or less trapped. 
T he passen ger n at­ 
urally cam e up first an d, n ot seein g 
the pilot, took a lon g breath an d dived 
un der the w reck to his help.

Rushed From His Place of Busin ess 
Where H* Employ ed 150 Men , to De­ 
ten tion Camp W ithout An y Notice 
Every thin g Is Lost, Although He Had 
Been In En glan d For T wen ty Years. 


H en ry Cohn , who has just been set 
free through efforts of the B ritish am ­ 
bassador a fte r fifteen m on ths in a 
British con cen tration camp, w as re­ 
un ited to some of his relatives iu New 
York, in cludin g a brother whom he 
had n ot seen for ten y ears. The broth­ 
er is George Cohn , who is in busin ess 
a t Louisville, Ky . The latter w ith the 
aid of in fluen tial Am erican s obtain ed 
the release of his brother through Am 
bassador Cecil Sprin g-Rice. 
H en ry Cohn w as thirty -n in e y ears 
old w hen he w as arrested iu his office 
iu Cardiff, W ales, because of his Ger­ 
man an cestry . 
A photograph taken a 
few weeks previously show ed him in 
perfect health. Now he is hollow cheek­ 
ed an d he seemed to have aged ten 
y ears in the in terval, his relatives de 
clared. 
“I t’s w orry th a t gets a m an in the 
con cen tration cam p,” said he in ex­ 
plan ation of his chan ged appearan ce. 
H e had n o com plain t to m ake of the 
phy sical con dition s th a t affected him 
while he w as a civilian prison er. 
He 
said he supposed the B ritish govern ­ 
m en t acted as best it could un der the 
circum stan ces an d in copin g w ith the 
un expectfsl situation s it had to meet. 
H en ry Cohn w as seven teen y ears old 
when he left his home a t Ham burg. 
Germ an y , an d w en t to W ales, where 
he had sin ce lived. 
H e established a 
photographic m an ufacturin g busin ess 
in Cardiff, w here he had 150 employ ees 
an d 35 other employ ees in tw o shops 
an d a studio. 
H is sister acted as his 
housekeeper. 
Ills story of w hat oc 
curred to him a fte r the commen cemen t 
of the w ar is in terestin g chiefly be 
cause it portray s the gen eral expe­ 
rien ce of ail alien s there. 
Sister Had to Leave Coun try . 
Because of his stan din g in the com 
m un ity En glish frien ds had obtain ed 
for him a perm it, on e of eleven special 
orders allotted am on g 1,300 alien s un 
der the ban . gran tin g him [>ermisslon 
to remain in charge of his busin ess. 
Tliis con tin ued un til Oct. 22, when he 
w as placed un der arrest, taken to a 
cell w ithout bein g allowed to go home 
even for an hour n r to arran ge his 
busin ess affairs an d n ext day was sen t 
with m an y others to Ilartforth camp, 
n ear 
M an chester, 
accordin g 
to 
his 
story . 
His sister was perm itted to con tin ue 
the busin ess six m on ths, when she w as 
ordered to leave the coun try within 
tw en ty -four hours. 
8 he w en t back to 
H am burg, w here her m other, n ow sev 
en ty -eight y ears old. is livin g. 
Cohn 
say s he 
n ever has been able to fin d 
w hat became of his busin ess or of the 
furn ishin gs of his home, n or did lie re­ 
ceive a pen n y from an y of his property 
from th at time. 
The ability of Cohn caused his fel­ 
low' in m ates of the cam p to appoin t 
him their gen eral secretary , in which 
capacity he represen ted the 4.000 pris­ 
on ers in dealin g w ith the com m an dan t. 
Through his efforts, aided fin n an cially 
by Dr. K. E. M arkel, an En glish phi­ 
lan thropist, an d Secretary Ilibberd of 
the In tern ation al Y. M. C. A. a t New 
York, pain ts an d draw in g m aterials 
w ere obtain ed for the artists in the 
camp, tools w ere provided for the me­ 
chan ics, w orkshops established, an d 
soon the prison ers were m akin g useful 
articles an d a rt objects th a t w ere sold 
an d the proceeds applied to the use of 
prison ers w ithout fun ds.

“The regular fare con sisted of a cup 
of coffee or tea for breakfast, w ith a 
three-quarter loaf of bread an d on e 
oun ce of oleom argarin e, the latter tw o 
a supply for the en tire day ; rice or 
bean s or peas, three to four oun ces of 
m eat for the n oon meal an d a cup of 
coffee a t n ight, all cooked by ourselves*. 
This w as sufficien t for some, but n ot 
en ough for the average w orkin gm an . 
“W hat I hope to do here before m ak­ 
in g an y plan s for ray own future is get 
some help for the thousan ds of men 
con fin ed in the British cam ps w ho are 
guiltless of an y crim e but th at of hav­ 
in g relatives who w ere n atives of an 
en emy coun try by m akin g arran ge­ 
m en ts for sellin g the thin gs they are 
m akin g in the prison camps. 
Most of 
them are loy al British residen ts, m an y 
also havin g m arried En glishwomen .
